POLICE ADMINISTRATION REPORT OF BURMA 


FOR THE YEAR 1900. 


Extract from she Proceedings of the Government of Burma in the Police Department, —No, 7P-12, dated 
the 29th August gol. 


READ— 

Report on the Police Administration of Burma for the year 1goo. 
RESOLUTION.—The report was received in manuscript on the 23rd May. 
It underwent some revision in accordance with the recent orders of the Govern- 
ment of India regarding the curtailment of reports and returns and was not ready 
in its present shape until the 27th July. Several Commissioners and Deputy 
Commissioners have made suggestive criticisms on the district reports which 
were submitted for the Lieutenant-Governor’s perusal, and His Honour has 
perused with special interest the lucid review recorded by Mr. Hall on the police 


Statistics of the Pegu division. 
2. As in the previous year the most important object of police activity was 
the suppression of cattle-thefts and serious offences 
aaa) against the person. But cognizable crime on the 
whole decreased considerably. The conduct of the civil police in most districts 
was Satisfactory and there is reason to believe that the force has generally in- 
creased in efficiency. The Military Police Manual was completed during the 
year. The large force of military police was maintained in a state of efficiency. 
They continued to perform valuable work especially in the outlying districts, and 
their relations with the people of the province were entirely satisfactory. 
3. The sanctioned establishment of the civil police was almost the same 
eh et ‘as in the previous year, the only material change 
atte een epe cere ener being in the Railway Police, the strength of which 
was slightly augmented in consequence of extensions of the open line and increase 
of passenger traffic. The higher grades of Police officers were revised, the pay of 
the Deputy Inspector-General was increased and concessions in respect of officiat- 
ing allowances were granted to Inspectors on the A list. In consequence of these 
much-needed improvements in the position and prospects of Police officers, the 
cost of the force was 1 per cent. more than in 1899. 
4. The conduct and discipline of the force judged by the number of dis- 
missals and desertions were less favourable than in 
meeruiting and conduct of the the previous year. But it is explained that the ap- 
parent increase in the number of dismissals is to some 
extent due to more accurate returns. For the second year in succession no re- 
wards of any kind were granted in Théngwa, although the police of that district 
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appear on the whole to have done well. The Lieutenant-Governor will be glad 
to receive a special report on this point. The power of rewarding deserving 
officers and men is freely used in the adjoining districts and His Honour does not 
understand why this useful incentive to good work is entirely neglected in Théng- 
wa. In several other districts (North Arakan, Salween, Prome, Mergui, Kyauk- 
pyu) the Police Superintendents still appear to make too little use of their powers 
in thisrespect, It may be noted, however, that some misapprehension exists as to 
the power of Superintendents to give pecuniary rewards to their subordinates. 
General orders on this subject will shortly be issued. 


Recruiting was more successful and the force of the province was only about 
3 per cent. below strength at the close of the year. From Statement F it appears, 
however, that the Magwe district force was 37 under the sanctioned number, and 
there was a deficiency of g per cent. in the Pegu Police throughout the year, In 
Pegu the difficulty of obtaining suitable recruits ought not to be greater than in 
the neighbouring districts of Hanthawaddy and Tharrawaddy. Many District 
Superintendents complain that defective barrack accommodation for the men is 
the chief obstacle to recruiting. This is a subject to which special attention is 
now being devoted. 


The enquiry held into certain charges against a native Inspector in the 
Théngwa district brought to light much corruption among the subordinate police. 
Groundless charges supported by false witnesses are alleged to have been brought 
in several cases. The victims were released by order of the Local Government 
and the policemen who are alleged to have been implicated are now under trial. 
In the Pegu district also it is reported that the subordinate police are very cor- 
rupt. In most other districts the behaviour of the police and their relations with 
the people are reported to be satisfactory. 

5. The proportion of illiterate members of the force fell from 18°17 to 16°96 
per cent. There was a great improvement in the 
oe and education of the Ruby Mines and Shwebo districts and a striking de- 
terioration in Yaméthin. In Mandalay also there 
was a falling off, due no doubt to the increase in the Indian element in the Town 
Police. The training of old constables and recruits was conducted with generally 
favourable results except in the Ruby Mines and Mergui districts, where a large 
majority of those under training failed to qualify, and in Mandalay, where less than 
a third of the recruits succeeded in passing from the depdt. The Police Super- 
intendents of these districts should satisfy themselves as to the efficiency of the 
training staff. But the bad results in Mergui and Mandalay aye perhaps due to 
the high proportion of illiterate men among the constables. Several Superintend- 
ents remark on the want of proper accommodation for the families of recruits at 
the depdéts and advocate the payment of a small allowance to cover the extra 
expense incurred during the period of training. The Inspector-General will no 
doubt consider. and advise what action should be taken on these suggestions. It 
is at the training depéts that desertions usually occur and the treatment of recruits 
io doubt has an important influence on the popularity of the force. 

6. Police-station and outpost buildings are generally in good order. But 

complaints are still made of the accommodation pro-

vided forjpolicemen and ,their families. Consider- 
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able improvement was affected in some districts during the year of report and 
general proposals are now under consideration for erecting at outstations semi- 
permanent barracks which have hitherto been provided at few stations except 
district headquarters. It is probably an economical measure to construct such 
buildings once for all instead of putting up temporary huts which have to be 
practically rebuilt every three years. But it is essential in the first place to 
determine at what stations police are likely to be permanently quartered, so that 
expensive wooden buildings may not be put up at stations which may be aban- 
doned in a few years, At most outposts the buildings must continue to be tem- 
porary, as outposts are liable to be changed. In many districts the want of good 
accommodation is probably correctly assigned as one of the principal obstacles to 
success in recruiting. 

The Lieutenant-Governor does not understand why the police buildings at 
Myingyan district headquarters have been allowed to lapse into ‘“‘a disgraceful 
. state” as described by the Deputy Commissioner, and His Honour will be glad 
to receive a special report on this point. 

The process of disarming the civil police except at stations which are 
thoroughly defensible was continued and only 3,418 officers and men out of 12,392, 
the aggregate number of the police force, had firearms at the close of the year, . 
In the case of the Myingyan district the figures for the past three years are 73, 31, 
and i111. Information should be given as to the reason of the increase in the 
year under report. 

7. Except in the Pakékku district, where this duty was séalicted by the 
District Superintendent, the amount of inspection 
work done by the Deputy Inspector-General and by 
Police Superintendents was sufficient. In such a light district as the Ruby Mines, 
the Deputy Commissioner should have found time to inspect some of the police 
stations. In future reports the Inspector-General is requested to include statistics 
of inspections of headquarters police offices. His Honour fears that the duty of 
inspecting Police Supefintendents’ offices is apt to be overlooked. The rule re- 
quiring inspections to be carried out at fixed intervals may be relaxed in the case 
of remote stations and outposts where crime is light. . 

As regards the quality of inspections the Commissioner, Minbu Division, 
expresses dissatisfaction with the work done in Pakékku district, and complains 
that the superior police officers take little pains to instruct the men. The same com- 
plaint is made by the Deputy Commissioner, Pegu.. The Lieutenant-Governor has 
no doubt that in these and in many other districts inspections are apt to be formal 
and perfunctory, and he will be glad if the Inspector-General will urge District 
Police Officers to devote more attention, especially when inspecting stations 
and outposts to the instruction of the subordinate police as the surest means of 
increasing their efficiency. 

8. There was a large decrease in cognizable crime. Robberies and thefts 
of all kinds fell off and District officers generally 
are to be congratulated on these results. But the 
Lieutenant-Governor regrets to see that cases of serious hurt continued to increase, 
and that although the aggregate number of stabbing and cutting cases was less 
than in 1899, these crimes were still very prevalent in the Pegu and Irrawaddy divi-

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sions, where there were large increases in several districts. His Honour can only 
reiterate the advice that Magistrates should deal sharply with cases of this kind. 
Their aim should be to eradicate the habit of carrying knives and this can be 
done only by sternly punishing assaults where such weapons are used even if the 
injury actually inflicted is slight, and where the law leaves the Magistrate a dis- 
cretion in this matter by refusing permission to compound such offences except 
in special circumstances. The Hon'ble Judges of the Chief Court are not in 
favour of the suggestion that cases of hurt with a dangerous weapon should be 
made punishable with whipping in Lower Burma and the question whether speciaj 
legislation should be undertaken in any other form is now under consideration, 
His Honour, however, doubts whether any amendment of the law can be usefully 
proposed and is inclined to think that the suppression of stabbing and cutting 
cases can be effected by a rigorous application of the existing law. But as these 
crimes are commonly due to drink His Honour recently accepted a proposal to 
make offences under section 510 of the Indian Penal Code triable by village head- - 
men, so that drunken brawlers may be put under restraint before they have time 
to commit acts of violence. This measure is at present in force only in the Pegu 
division, but the Lieutenant-Governor is prepared to apply it to other divisions on 
_ the recommendation of the local officers. The offence of maiming cattle is still 
common in many districts, especially in Bassein, Henzada, Hanthawaddy and 
Magwe. The necessity of deterrent sentences in such cases has been frequently 
insisted on, and use should also be made of the power of fining villages guilty of 
complicity in these crimes. It appears probable, however, that the maining is 
frequently caused by owners of fields who find cattle damaging their crops. 
Deputy Commissioners of districts in which this offence is common should satisfy 
themselves that the number of cattle-pounds is sufficient and that they are con- 
veniently situated. If a lawful means is provided of mulcting cattle-owners 
who let their cattle stray, there will be less temptation to cultivators to revenge on 
the cattle the injury done to crops. There was a decrease in ordinary thefts, the 
most marked improvement being in the Tharrawaddy district, where the measures 
taken for the suppression of cattle-theft have checked the activity of ordinary thieves 
as well. Henzada is pre-eminent as the abode of thieves, and although detection 
in that district has been fair and the preventive sections have been successfully 
worked, strenuous efforts are still necessary before the condition of the district 
as regards minor offences against property can be regarded as satisfactory. The 
statement of police workin Section VII of the Report shows that while on the 
average detection of crime met with about the same measure of success as in 
the previous year, there was a great falling off in several districts, notably in 
Sagaing and Bassein. In Pegu and Hanthawaddy also, where the failure of the 
police attracted notice last year, the results are still more unfavourable in the year 
of report. In the Pegu district and probably in most other districts where detec- 
tion is poor the fault lies in great measure in defective supervision. Too little 
attention is given by the superior Police officers to the working out of the details 
of cases. 
The results in Mandalay district are very creditable to the police. 


g. In the only case of infanticide dealt with by the police during the year, the 

accused was charged with the murder of her legiti- 

Infanticide. mate child, She was acquitted and the case was 
classified as doubtful. 
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10, Violent crime continued to decrease. Exclusive of simple murders and 
cognate offences and cases of housebreaking, the 
aggregate number of violent crimes for the whole 
province was only 310 as compared with 336 in1899. The improvement was very 
noteworthy in Tharrawaddy, which has now yielded to Hanthawaddy the position it 
so long held as the district most harassed by crimes of violence. In Henzada, too, 
the Magistrates and police worked hard and with excellent results. It is observed 
with regret that detection of violent crime was generally poorer than in the preced- 
ing year, the action of the police in this respect being onthe whole least successful 
in the Pegu district where only 29 per cent. of the true cases dealt with ended in 
conviction. It is clear that to maintain the improvement indicated by the falling. 
off in crime, aconsiderable growth of detective ability and industry is required 
In connection with this subject the Lieutenant-Governor regrets to see that Dis- 
trict Superintendents failed to make local investigations in more than 50 per cent 
of the cases dealt with. The Superintendent, Amherst district, who visited the 
scene of only one out of 15 violent crimes, and the Superintendent, Meiktila, who 
visited none, should be required to explain their remissness. The table printed at 
the end of Section IX indicates generally that the comparative failure of the 
police in detecting violent crime resulted mainly from the action of the superior 
police officers in leaving the earlier stages of the investigation in the hands of in- 
efficient subordinates without proper direction or guidance. 


Dacoities and robberies. 


While many villages were fined for collusion with or failure to resist rob- 
bers, there were several instances of conspicuous bravery and material assistance 
was frequently rendered to the police by headmen and villagers, who were suit- 
ably rewarded. 

11. Perhaps the most striking feature of the year’s work is the marked suc- 
cess attained in the suppression of cattle-theft. The 
decrease was common to most districts in which this 
form of crime was rife, but it was most remarkable in Tharrawaddy and Magwe, 
where the statistics indicate that the Police and Magistrates have at length obtained 
the upper hand of the eattle-thieves. The Tharrawaddy report shows clearly the 
lines on which it is necessary for the Police to work. The principle measures 
adopted are the rigid enforcement of the village law and the systematic applica- 
tion of the preventive sections of the Code of Criminal Procedure. The fencing 
of villages and the maintenance of night watches were insisted on; headmen were 
required to keep a strict watch on arrivals and departures of strangers ; owners 
were persuaded to put their cattle to graze only under competent herdsmen, and 
liberal rewards were given for information. The habits and movements of bad 
characters have also been closely watched. The Deputy Commissioner and 
Superintendent of Police and their subordinates deserve much praise for their 
energy and the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that there will be no relaxation of mea- 
sures which have been so fruitful of good results, Tharrawaddy is no longer the 
worst district in the province for cattle-theft, Prome having now attained this 
distinction. But the methods now in force must continue to be applied with un- 
remitting vigour for a considerable period before the state of the district as regards 
cattle-theft can be regarded as satisfactory. In other districts also, and especi- 
ally in Hanthawaddy, Pegu, Prome, Bassein, Henzada, Thayetmyo, Toungoo,

Cattle-theft. 
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Thaton and Amherst, the Magistrates and Police Officers can only be advised to 
put in practice the methods now employed in Tharrawaddy. His Honour regrets 
to see that the year’s record is marred by a large increase in cattle-thefts in 
Amherst. It is noteworthy that among the delta districts Thoéngwa and Myaung- 
mya suffered less than any others from cattle-theft, an immunity which was not 
shared by Hanthawaddy, where the conditions are very similar. Detection in 
Théngwa and Myaungmya was also much better than in the other delta districts. 


12. There were fewer prosecutions under the preventive sections of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure, and the proportion of 
convictions was slightly lower than in 1899. The 
largest number of prosecutions in any one district was in Tharrawaddy, where also 
the statistics indicate that proceedings were generally taken against the right men. 
As already noted the systematic application of the preventive sections played an 
important part in the reduction of cattle-theft in this district. Village headmen of 
their own accord brought forward suspects. The Prome district report shows 
that in the Paungdé subdivision, now the worst tract in Burma for cattle-theft, the 
working of the preventive law leaves much to be desired. The district reports on 
the whole show that bad livelihood prosecutions are generally more successful 
when they are held in or near the villages to which the suspects belong. 


The number of criminals under police surveillance increased, In the case of 
Mandalay district special explanation is required of the very large proportion— 
nearly one-third of the total number on the register—whose whereabouts is un-. 
known. It is observed that in some districts all those under surveillance are re- 
turned as leading honest lives, while in others all are shown as of doubtful liveli- 
hood. In both cases the classification probably needs revision. On the whole 
the Lieutenant-Governor accepts the Inspector-General’s opinion that surveillance 
is effective. 


Preventive provisions. 


Beat patrols are generally the subject of favourable report. Somewhat fewer 
‘cases were brought to light by individual constables and the differences in this 
respect between adjoining districts (¢g., Bassein and Myaungmya) are so re- 
markable as to suggest variations of method which should form the subject of 
special enquiry. The Lieutenant-Governor concurs in the remarks of more than one 
Commissioner that visits should not be paid to villages alwaysin the same order or 
on the same date month after month. 2 

The police were not less successful than usual in identifying previous offenders. 
The most striking exception was in the Thaton district, where it was left to the jail 
authorities to identify two prisoners, who had no less than three previous convictions 
each. The system of finger-print identifications is now in working order and the 
results so far fulfil expectations. 


13. The strength of the Railway Police as explained in paragraph 3 was 
slightly raised. The conduct of the force was satis- 
factory, but although cognizable crime along the rail- 
way line on the whole continued to fall off, the police were less successful in dealing 
with it than in the previous year. Large seizures of opium were made and the prfo- 
secutions in these cases were very successful. ‘The continued decrease in thefts 
from passengers is satisfactory and it is also matter for congratulation that there 
were no serious attempts at derailment. 


Railway Police. 
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MILITARY POLICE. 


14. The strength of the Military Police was increased by three Gurkha 
companies, which took over four posts in the Southern Shan States previously 
garrisoned by regular troops. The Karen Battalion was merged in the Chindwin 
Battalion and a new battalion was formed, with headquarters at Shwebo, consisting 
of companies transferred from the Chindwin and Bhamo Battalions. There was 
no difficulty in recruiting and the force, on the 1st January 1901, numbered 
15,075 Officers and men, or only gg below the sanctioned strength. The conduct 
of the force was satisfactory. The large number of desertions in the Myitkyina 
Battalion should have been explained in the report. The health statistics show 
a considerable improvement on the previous year, There were fewer deaths, fewer 
men were invalided and there was a large decrease in admissions to hospital. 
The men of the Chin Hills Battalion in particular seem to stand the climate well, 
while sickness continues to be very prevalent in the Myitkyina, Bhamo and Ruby 
Mines Battalions. The Inspector-General will no doubt submit proposals for such 
additional warm clothing as he considers necessary for the Myitkyina Battalion. 


15. Detachments of the Myitkyina Battalion were engaged in action 
against the Was in the Northern Shan States and against Chinese interlopers on 
the North-Eastern Frontier in February 1900. On both occasions the behaviour 
of the men was excellent. A mixed detachment of Kachins and Indians of the 
Bhamo Battalion also saw active service when acting as an escort with the 
Burma-China Boundary Commission, and special praise was earned by the 
Kachin sepoys for their conduct. The disarmament operations in the Chin Hills 
was carried out peacefully with the assistance of the Chin Hills Battalion. 

16. The inspections of the Inspector-General and Deputy Inspector-General 
extended to all the Battalions except those of Magwe, the Myitkyina, the Ruby 
Mines and the Chin Hills. The Lieutenant-Governor understands that the first 
three of these four Battalions have been inspected by Lieutenant-Colonel Parkin 
since the close of the year. His Honour has read with pleasure the commenda- 
tions bestowed on a large number of British and Native Officers in Section XVI 
of the Report. 

17, The Civil and Military Police forces were administered efficiently by 
Colonel Peile, Mr. Dixon, and Lieutenant-Colonel Parkin. The Lieutenant- 
Governor has pleasure in acknowledging the good work done by these officers and 
the assistance which was given to them by the other officers mentioned in Section 
XXXI of the Report. Among the Deputy Commissioners, Messrs. H.G. Batten 
{Magwe) and W. N. Porter (Tharrawaddy) deserve special mention for their serv- 
ices in the supression of cattle-theft.

5. The number of men dismissed and removed shows a marked increase when 
compared with the figures of the previous year. 


The explanation is, that the figures for the year under report include dis- 
missals and removals consequent on magisterial convictions as well as dismissals 
and removals in cases which did not come before the courts. This method of 
classification was not universally followed in the district reports of previous 
years. No rewards by Magistrates were made in the Akyab, Sandoway, and 
Prome districts, and in the Northern Arakan, Théngwa, Salween, and Mergui 
districts no rewards, either departmental or magisterial, were made. The con- 
duct of the force generally was good and their attituile towards the people was 
satisfactory. The conduct of the Police of the Pegu district was bad, and special 
attention is being given to the state of this force. 


A case‘of fabricating false evidence on the part of an Inspector in the Théng- 
wa district is under investigation. 

The failure of the Police to take action in a dacoity case in the Toungoo 
district during the early portion of the vear was severely dealt with. A case of 
torture, illegal confinement, and culpable homicide in the Sagaing district re- 
sulted in the conviction of a first-class constable, who was sentenced to trans- 
portation for life, 


6. There was avery satisfactory increase in the number of good-service 
certificates granted during the year. Several District Superintendents of Police 
have not availed themselves of this desirable method of recognizing good work 
performed by their men. The attention of these officers has-been directed to 
the orders contained in paragraph 93 of the Police Manual.

The number of recruits trained during the year shows some improve- 
ment. The number of recruits who passed from the depédts leaves much to be 
desired, especially in the Mandalay district. 

The musketry practice was not carried out in the Pegu and Myaungmya 
districts, as the ranges were out of repair in the former case and not completed 
in the latter case. Musketry practice was not carried out in the Northern Shan 
States on account of the absence on tour of the Assistant District Superintend- 
ent of Police during the fair season.

18. In Class II the increase was mainly due to cases: of ‘‘ Grievous hurt.’’ 
Cases of ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon” decreased by 81 as compared with the 
figures of the previous year. 

In Class III the decrease was principally due to fewer cases of ‘ Lurking 
house-trespass or house-breaking with intent to commit an offence, or having 
made preparation for hurt.” Cases of “Robbery with hurt” increased by 10, 
and cases of “Other robbery” decreased by 36 cases as compared with the 
figures of the previous year. 

Statement A, Parts In Class V there was a reduction of 1,050 cases of ‘“ Cattle-theft ” and 571 
I and III, cases of “ Ordinary theft.” 

In Class VI there was a reduction of 678 cases of “ Vagrancy and bad cha- 
racter.” 

19. Akyab.—There was a decrease of 333 cases, mainly under “ Ordinary 
theft,” “ Vagrancy and bad character,” and “ Offences against the Opium Laws.”’ 
There were 65 cases of “‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon” or a decrease of 13 cases 
as compared with the previous year. 

Northern Arakan.—No comment is considered necessary. 

Kyaukpyu.—There was a decrease of 183 cases, mainly under “ Vagrancy 
and bad character,”’ “ Offences against the Excise Laws,” “Offences against the 
Opium Laws,” and “ Publicand local nuisances.” There were 29 cases of ‘‘ Hurt 
by dangerous weapon,” or an increase of 9 cases, 

Sandoway.—There was a decrease of 88 cascs, mainly under “ Hurt for 
purpose of extorting property or confession, or deterring public servant,” 
“* Lurking house-trespass or house-breaking with intent to commit an offence, 
or having made preparation for hurt,” ‘‘ Rash act, causing hurt, or endangering 
life,”’ “ Ordinary theft,” and “ Offences under the Excise Laws.’? There was an 
increase of 6 cases of ‘Other murders” and of 13 cases of “ Hurt by dangerous 
weapon.” ‘The District Superintendent of Police states that the Arakanese are 
very fond of using clasp-knives and iron rods on the slightest provocation, 
especially at proés. 

20. Hanthawaddy.—There was a decrease of 75 cases, mainly in Classes II 
and ¥V. ‘There was a decrease of 8 cases of “ Rape by a person other thau the hus- 
band,” 5 cases of “ Criminal or house-trespass,” and of 18 cases of “ Hurt by 
dangerous weapon.” ‘The number of cases of ‘‘ Mischief by killing, poisoning, 
or maiming any animal” decreased by 21. Thirty-two cases occurred, and this 
district stands third on the list for this class of offence. There was an increase 
of 6 cases of “Other murders” and of 92 cases of ‘“ Offences against the 
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Gambling Act.”? There were 119 cases of ‘“ Lurking house-trespass or house- 
breaking with intent to commit an offence, or having made preparation for hurt ” 
as gainst 97 cases during the previous year. This district stands first on the list 
for this class of offence. 

Pegu.—There was an increase of 2 cases. Cases of “Grievous hurt” in- 
creased by 25, cases of assaults on women increased by 17, cases of “ Ordinary 
theft ’? increased by 27, cases of ‘ Criminal or house-trespass ’? increased by 36, 
and “ Offences against the Gambling Act” increased by 28. There were only 
106 cases of prosecution under the bad livelihood sections as against 215 cases 
during the previous year. ‘The number of cases of “ Cattle theft ”’ decreased by 
57 and of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon” by 7. 

Tharrawaddy.—Tne number of cases decreased by 787. There was a de- 
crease of 479 cases of “ Cattle-theft,” 324 cases of ‘“ Ordinary theft,” and 54 
cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon.” Cases of “ Offences against the Gam- 
bling Act’ increased by 58 and of “ Public and local nuisances ’’ by 169. Sever- 
ity on the part of the Magistrates and the efficient work of the Police, support- 
ed by the village headmen, produced very satisfactory results, This district 
shows 103 cases of ‘‘ Lurking house-trespass or house-breaking with intent to 
commit an offence, or having made preparation for hurt” as against 1'78 cases 
during the previous year, and it stands third on the list for this class of offence. 

Prome.—There was an increase of 86 cases, mainly in Class V. Cases of 
“Hurt by dangerous weapon” increased by 17. Nearly all these cases were 
the result of drunken brawls. Cases of ‘“‘ Other murders ’’ decreased by 12, 
cases of ‘“‘ Grievous hurt’ decreased by 12, and cases of ‘* Cattle-theft’’ decreas- 
ed by 22. 

21. Bassein.—There was a decrease of 162 cases, mainly in Class V. Cases 
of “Grievous hurt’’ increased by 54. Cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon’? 
decreased by 16. There was a decrease of three cases of “Other murders.” The 


_ number of cases of ‘‘ Criminal force to public servant or women, or in attempt 
’ 


to commit theft or wrongfully confine,” was 53 as against 50 during the previ- 
ous year. This district stands third on the list for this class of offence. The 
number of cases of ‘‘ Mischief by killing, poisoning, or maiming any animal’’ 
was 38 as compared with 26 during the previous year. This district stands 
first on the list for this class of offence. 


Myawngmya.—There was an increase of 120 cases, mainly in Classes II and 
V. Cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon” increased by 49. This district 
shows the second highest numberof cases of this class of crime. The Com- 
missioner considers that the Subordinate Magistrates realize their duty in 
punishing appropriately for this offence. The District Superintendent of Police 
states that the control of this form of crime is difficult as a large number of 
cases are committed on the spur of the moment, either under the influence of 
drink or in the heat of sudden passion. Increased activity on the part of the 
Police should produce better results. 

Théngwa.—There was an increase of 218 cases, mainly in Classes II and VI. 
There were 149 cases of “‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon,” or an increase of 47 cases. 
The Commissioner and Deputy Commissioner have offered no remarks regarding 
this form of crime. The number of cases of “ Criminal force to public servant 
or women, or in attempt to commit theft or wrongfully confine, ’” was 62 as 
against 44 cases during the previous year. This district stands second on the 
list for this class of offence. There was an increase of 100 cases of “ Offences 
against the Gambling Act” and of 58 cases of “Offences against the Opium 
Laws.” 

Henzada.—There was a decrease of 227 cases, mainly in Class VI, under the 
head ‘* Vagrancy and bad character.”” The number of cases of * Hurt. by danger- 
ous weapon ” was 180, or a decrease of 15 cases as compared with the previous 
year. ‘This district shows the highest number of such cases during the year 
under report. The Commissioner, the Deputy Commissioner, and the District 
Superintendent of Police have made no remarks in this connection. The 
number of cases of “ Lurking house-trespass, or house-breaking with intent to 
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commit an offence, or having made preparation for hurt,’”’ was 111 as against 
168 cases during the previous year. ‘This district stands second on the list for 
this class of offence. The number of cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt ”’ increased by 50 
and of ‘Criminal or house-trespass ’? by 52. Cases of ‘‘ Offences against the 
Gambling Act”’ increased by 47 and of “ Offences against the Excise Laws ” by 
54. ‘This district shows 33 cases of ‘‘ Mischief by killing, poisoning, or maiming 
any animal’”’ as against 38 cases during the previous year. The Henzada and 
Magwe districts stand second on the list for this class of offence. The number 
of cases of “ Criminal force to public servant or woman, or in attempt to commit 
theft or wrongfully confine,” was 84 as against 64 during the previous year. 
This district stands first on the list for this class of crime. 


22. Toungoo.—There was a decrease of 112 cases, mainly in Class V. The 
number of cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon ”’ decreased by 13. Cases of 
** Cattle-theft ”’ decreased by 30, and of “ Ordinary theft”? by 60. 

Salwcen.—This district shows a dectease of three cases. 

Thaton.—There was a decrease of 294 cases, mainly in Class V and Class VI. 
There were 65 cases of ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon,” or a decrease of 23 cases 
as compared with the previous year. ‘Ihe number of cases of “ Cattle-theft ” 
decreased by 52, and of ‘ Criminal or house-trespass ” by 44. ‘The number of 
cases of ‘‘ Criminal force to public servant or woman, or in attempt to commit 
theft or wrongfully confine,” increased by 16. 


Amherst.—There was an increase of 152 cases, mainly in Class VI. The 
number of: cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon ” was 51, or a decrease of 2 
cases as compared with the previous year. Cases of “ Cattle-theft”’ increased 
by 24. 

Tavoy.—There was a decrease of six cases. The number of cases of “ Hurt 
by dangerous weapon ” was 25, or an increase of 4 as compared with the previous 
year. There was an increase of 20 cases of “ Vagrancy and bad character,” and 
a decrease of 28 cases of “ Offences against the Excise Laws.” 

Mergui.—T here was a decrease of 2 cases. The number of cases of “ Hurt 
by dangerous weapon ”’ was 39, or an increase of 2as compared with the previ- 
ous year. The District Magistrate states that severe sentences will be passed 
te check this form of crime. 

° 23. Thayetmyo.—There was a decrease of 60 cases, mainly in Class Vand 
Class VI. The number of cases of ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon” was 43, ora 
decrease of 1 as compared with the previous year. ‘There was a decrease of 16 
cases of “ Grievous hurt,” and of 13 cases of ‘‘ Offences against religion.” ‘There 
was an increase of 3 cases of ‘‘ Other murders.” 

Pakékku.—There was a decrease of 69 cases. The number of cases of 
‘Hurt by dangerous weapon ” was 25, or a decrease of 7 as compared with the 
previous year. Cases of “ Grievous hurt ”’ increased by 7. 

Minbu.—There was an increase of 99 cases, mainly in Class VI. The number 
of cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon ”’ was 32, or an increase of 3 as com- 
pared with the previous year. Cases of “Grievous hurt” increased by 6 and 
cases of ‘Robbery with hurt” increased by 38. The number of cases of 
“‘ Lurking house-trespass or house-breaking with intent to commit an offence or 
having made preparation for hurt’’ was 32, or an increase of 19 as compared with 
the figures of the previous year. The Commissioner has commented on the in- 
crease and want of detection in these cases. ‘‘ Offences against the Gambling 
Act” show an increase of 23 cases and ‘‘ Offences against the Excise Laws” 
show an increase of 49 cases. 

Magwe.—There was a decrease of 189 cases, mainly in Class V under the 
head “ Cattle-theft.”. The number of cases of “ Grievous burt’’ increased by 
12. The number of cases of ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon’’ decreased by 7. 
This district shows 33 cases of “ Mischief by killing, poisoning or maiming any 
animal” as against 21 cases during the previous year. The Mavwe and Heuzada 
districts stand second on the list for this class of offence. 

24. Mandalay.—This district shows an increase ot 314 cases, mainly in Class 
VI. Cases of “ Grievous hurt ” increased by 6. ‘Ihe number of cases of “ Hurt 
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by dangerous weapon ” was 28, or an increase of 3 as compared with the previ- 
ous year. ‘lhere were 13 cases of “ Kidnapping or abduction ” as against 3 cases 
during the previous year. The number of cases of ‘‘ Public and local nuisances” 
increased by 615. 

Bhamo.—This district shows a decrease of 58 cases, mainly in Class VI. 
There was a decrease of 17 cases under_the head ‘‘ Offences against the Opium 
laws.” 

Myitkyina.—There was a decrease of 16 cases. Class II shows an increase 
of 11 cases. ; 

Katha.—This district shows a decrease of 35 cases, mainly in Class V. 

Ruby Mines.—‘here was an increase of 68 cases, mainly in Class V. The 
number of cases of ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon” was 9 as against 11 during the 
previous year. The number of cases of “‘Cattle-theft ” increased by 15 and of 
“Ordinary theft” by 25. There was an increase of 86 cases on account of 
“ Offences against the Gambling Act.” 


25. Shwebo.—This district shows an increase of 29 cases, mainly in Class VI. 
There were 10 cases of ‘“‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon” as against the same num- 
ber during the previous year. “Offences against the Gambling Act” increased 
by 31 and the number of cases under the head ‘ Public and local nuisances” 
increased by 35. There was a satisfactory decrease in serious crime. 

Sagaing.—There was an increase of 29 cases, mainly in Class VI. Cases 
of “‘ Grievous hurt” increased by 6. The number of cases of “ Hurt by danger- 
ous weapon ”’ was 20, or a decrease of 4 as compared with the previous year. 
Cases of “ Lurking house-trespass, or house-breaking with intent to commit an 
offence or having made preparation for hurt,” increased by 8, ‘“ Offences against 
the Gambling Act” increased by 12, and ‘Offences against the Excise laws”’ 
increased by 17. There was an increase of 18 cases on account of “ Offences 
against the Opium Laws.” 

Lower Chindwin.—There was a decrease of five cases, mainly in Class II. 
The number of cases of ‘Hurt by dangerous weapon” was 7 as against 17 
ae the previous year. The number of cases of “ Other murders ” decreased 

y 4. 

Upper Chindwin.—This district shows a decrease of 10 cases, mainly in 
Class VI. Cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt” increased by 8, The number of cases of 
‘‘Hurt by dangerous weapon” was 1 as against 7 during the previous year. 
Cases of “ Cattle-theft ” increased by 14 and cases of “ Ordinary theft ” increased 
by 21. 

26. Kyauksé.—There was a decrease of 51 cases, mainly in Class V. The 
number of cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon” was 17 as against 19 during 
the previous year. Cases of ‘‘ Criminal force to public servant or woman” in- 
creased by 7. 


Meiktilaa—There was an increase of 120 cases, mainly in Class Vv. The 
number of cases of “‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon” was 15 as against 11 during 
the previous year. There were no cases of “ Dacoity ” as against 3 cases during 
the previous year. Cases of ‘‘ Robbery with hurt” increased by 3. There was an 
increase of 52 cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft’ and of 36 cases of ‘‘ Criminal or house- 
trespass.” 

Yaméthin.—This district shows a decrease of 207 cases, mainly in Class V, 
Cases of ‘‘ Other murders’ increased by 6. Cases of ‘‘ Grievous hurt ” increased 
by 10. The number of cases of “ Hurt by dangerous weapon ” was 1] asagainst 
12 during the previous year. Cases of ‘‘ Cattle-theft’”’ decreased by 22 and 
cases of ‘‘ Ordinary theft” decreased by 100. 


Myingyan.—There was an increase of 174 cases, mainly in Class VI. Cases 
of “ Grievous hurt” increased by 9. The number of cases of ‘‘ Hurt by danger- 
ous weapon” was 32 as against 37 during the previous year. Cases of ‘“ Mis- 
chief by killing, poisoning or maiming any animal” increased by 16. Cases of 
‘* Lurking house-trespass, or house-breaking with intent to commit an offence or 
having made preparation for hurt,” increased by 10, Cases of “ Criminal or 
house-trespass increased by 51. 
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Southern Shan States—The number of cases shows no difference as com- 

pared with the figures of the previous year. 
- Northern Shan States.—There was a decrease of 7 cases, mainly in Class V, 

under the head ‘‘ Cattle-theft.”’ 

27. General remarks regarding hurt cases —The total number of cases of 
* Grievous hurt” was 1,158, or an increase vf 162 cases as compared with the 
figures of the previous year, Eight hundred and ninety-seven cases occurred in 
the Lower Burma divisions and 261 cases inthe Upper Burma divisions. The 
total number of cases of ‘“‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon ” was 1,594, or a decrease of 
81 cases as compared with the figures of the previous year. One thousand two 
hundred and eighty-nine cases occurred in the Lower Burma divisions and 305 
cases in the Upper Burma divisions.

The Commissioner, Deputy Commissioner, and District Superintendent of 
Police have offered no remarks in connection with the Henzada district. 

The District Superintendent of Police, Bassein, complains of the large num- 
ber of hurt cases which was allowed to be compounded. The experience of the 
Deputy Commissioner is that cases of ‘“‘ Grievous hurt ” sent up by the Police 
on the report of a Hospital Assistant that the injury is severe are frequently 
found on investigation not to fall under the legal category of ‘“ Grievous hurt.” 
The Commissioner considers that cases allowed to be compounded should receive 
constant attention in revision, with a view to checking any undue tendency on 
the part of the Magistrates to allow cases to be compounded. 

Sentences of seven years transportation were passed by the District Magis- 
trate in three cases under section 326, Indian Penal Code, and in other cases the 
sentences were for the most part severe. 

In the Théngwa district the Magistrates appear to have used their powers 
well in cases in which clasp-knives were used. 

As regards the Myaungmya district the Deputy Commissioner does not 
consider the increase of cases of ‘“‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon”? can be attributed 
to any leniency on the part of the Magistracy. 

Hurt cases in the Hanthawaddy district show a decrease of 21 as compared 
with the figures of the previous year. The Commissioner, Deputy Commissioner, 
and District Superintendent of Police have offered no remarks. 

The Commissioner of the Arakan Division considers that cases in which 
hurt is caused by knives severe sentence should be passed, and has stated that 
steps will be taken to ensure this being done. The Commissioner of the Tenas- 
serim Division remarks, in connection with the complaint of the District Superin- 
tendent of Police, Amherst, that a large number of cases had been compounded, 
that cases are often sent up by the Police as ‘‘ Hurt by dangerous weapon,” and 
even as “ Grievous hurt,” where it turns out that a blow has been given with 
an ordinary stick, and that in such cases there is no objection to compounding. 
Deterrent sentences in hurt cases were passed by the Magistrates in the Manda- 
lay district ; hurt cases were not common in that district. No stabbing cases 
were reported in the Katha and Upper Chindwin districts during the year. In 
the Pakékku district measures were taken to stop all pwés at which injuries were 
inflicted with clasp-knives for a period of a year or two, not only at the village 
itself but over an area of a few miles. In the Yaméthin district pwés on dark 
nights were restricted and disallowed after 2 a.m. 
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SECTION VIIL—GENERAL RESULTS OF POLICE WORK. 


28. There were 38,030 true cases disposed of during the year under report, Seine A, 


as opposed to 39,698 cases during the previous year, or a decrease of 4 per cent. 
Of these, 32,112 cases, or 84 per cent., were investigated by the police as against 
86 per cent. during 1899. 

In 1,284 cases investigation was refused under section 157 (0), Criminal 
Procedure Code, as opposed to 1,146 cases last year, and 21,691 cases, or 68 per 
cent., were convicted this year, as a 65 per cent. during 1899. 

Forty-four thousand two hundred and one persons were dealt with in 
offences this year as opposed to 44,031 last year. 

Forty thousand six hundred and eighty-two persons were tried, of whom 
29,905 were convicted against 40,254 persons tried and 29,781 persons convicted 
during the previous year. The percentage of convictions for both years was the 
same, namely, 74.

82. Of the 638 cases of violent crime, 493 cases occurred in the Lower Bur- 
ma divisions and 145 cases occurred in the Upper Burmadivisions. There was & 
falling off in the detection and preparation of cases. Detection was most in- 
efficient in the Sandoway, Pegu, Thayetmyo, Magwe, Lower Chindwin, and 
Kyauksd districts. Firearms were used in 32 cases of violent crime. Ten 
firearms were recovered. A case of “robbery with hurt by poisonous or stupe- 
fying drugs’ occurred in the Katha district and the two accused, Natives of 
India, were convicted. One of the men is supposed to have been concerned in 
cases of a similar kind in other districts.

_ SECTION X.—MURDERS. 


85. Seventeen cases of “ murder by robhers or dacoits * were dealt with Statement A, 
during the year as against 18 in 1899, This form of'crime was most prevalent Pat! Hl. 
in the Henzada, Akyab, Thatén, and Yaméthin districts. Six or 35 per cent. of 
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these cases resulted in conviction. Five cases of ‘‘ murder by poison,’ and 219 
cases of ‘“ Other murders,’’ were dealt with during the year. Of these 224 cases, 
93, or 42 per cent., resulted in conviction. ‘The Hanthawaddy, Akyab and Prome 
districts show the highest number of murder cases. The most marked increase 
occurred in the Sandoway, Akyab, and Yaméthin districts. Detection was bad 
in the Sandoway, Hanthawaddy, Pegu, ‘Tharrawaddy, Prome, Bassein, Théngwa, 
Henzada, and Minbu districts, in which less than 40 per cent. of cases dealt 
with were convicted.

SECTION XI.—CATTLE THEFT. 


37. The attached table shows the number of cases of cattle-theft which 
occurred in each district. The decrease of 1,050 cases is satisfactory, but there 
is much room for improvement in the number of cattle recovered. The percen- 
tage of cases convicted to cases dealt with was 41, and the percentage of cases 
convicted to cases decided by trial was 71 as against 37 and 73 per cent. respec- 
tively during the previous year. The number of cases of cattle-theft in the 
Pegu division was 975 as compared with 1,580 during the previous year. ‘The 
improvement was most marked in the Tharrawaddy district. The measures 
which Mr. Bridges recommended for dealing with cattle-theft were to some 
extent acted on during the year, but the results should be more apparent during 
the year 1901. The track law was enforced in the Pegu division, except in the 
Pegu district. In several districts little or no use was made of the track law.

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SECTION XII—ORDINARY THEFT. 


39. The number of true cases of “ Ordinary theft ’? was 9,258 as against 
9,829 in 1899, or a decrease of 571 cases. The value of property stolen was Rs. 
5,10,646 as against Rs, 4,99,690 during the previous year, or an increase of 
Rs. 10,956 or 2 per cent. The value of property recovered was Rs. 1,25,163, 
or 25 per cent. luring the year 1899 the value of property recovered was 
Rs. 1,20,991, or 24 per cent. The following figures show the percentage of

40. Detection was most inefficient inthe Pakékku, Magwe, Myitkyina, Sa- 
gaing Meiktila, and Yaméthin districts, and in the Northern Shan States, where 
less than 36 per cent. of cases dealt with resulted in conviction. In the Nor- 
thern Shan States three cases of the theft of dynamite, &c., occurred by thieves - 
breaking into magazines belonging to the Burma Railways Company. Another 
case is reported to have occurred at Namhsin, where the explosives were 
taken from the railway goods sheds. Noneof these cases had been brought 
to light at the end of the year. The Assistant District Superintendent of Police, 
Northern Shan States, has reported that the thefts are believed to be the work of 
Natives of India, for the purpose of selling the explosives in small quantities for 
blasting for fish in the riversand streams. The Superintendent, Northern Shan 
States, states that the Chiefs of North and South Hsenwi have been moved to 
issue regulations declaring the possession of explosives (without a license) an 
offence. The Railways Company have, since the occurrence of these thefts, 
appointed watchmen to protect the magazines as the thieves are stated in one 
instance to have cut through the walls of the magazine, and in another instance 
to have dug a way under the door of the magazine. I consider that Military 
Police guards are necessary for the protection of the magazines. 





SECTION XIII.—OFFENCES UNDER THE EXCISE ACY. 


4]. The number of true cases under the Excise Act for the year was 2,897 
against 2,670 in the previous year, ora decrease of 273 cases or 10 per cent. 
Convictions were obtained in 2,240 cases or 93 per cent. The same percentage 
was obtained during the two previous years. 

The work of the local excise establishments is adversely commented on 
by many officers. On the whole rewards appear to have been given liberally in 
excise cases. :

42. There were 1,493 cases under the Opium Act as against 1,682 in the Statement A, Parts 
previous year. TtoTv: 

One thousand six hundred and twenty cases were tried, of which 1,414, or 
87 per cent. resulted in conviction. 

One thousand nine hundred and twenty-eight persons were dealt with, of 
whom 1,862 were tried, and 1,550, or 83 per cent., were convicted.

SECTION XV.—OFFENCES UNDER THE GAMBLING ACT. 


43. The number of cases dealt with under the Gambling Act was 1,601 as statement A, Parts 
against 1,077 in the previous year, or an increase of 524 cases. One thousand [ and Ill.’ 
three hundred and fifty-three cases, or 85 per cent., ended in conviction. 
The principal iacreases in the number of prosecutions under the Act are 
shown by Hanthawaddy with 92 more cases, Tharrawaddy 58, Thongwa 100, 
and Henzada 47. 
A decrease of 25 cases is shown by Prome, 17 by Akyab, 16 by Myingyan, 
and 10 by Amherst. 
The percentage of persons convicted to persons dealt with went down to statement A, Parts 
64 as against 69 in the previous year. Highty-one per cent. of persons arrested II and IV. 
by the Police were convicted and 57 per cent. of persons dealt with direct by 
Magistrates were convicted. This tends to show injudicious arrests and want 
of discretion on the part of Magistrates in taking up cases. 





SECTION XVI.—OFFENCES UNDER THE ARMS ACT. 


44, ‘There were 394 prosecutions instituted under the Act during the year Statement A, Parts 
under report as against 397 casesduring the previous year. Three hundred and ! and III. 
seventy-one cases, or 94 per cent., resulted in conviction. 

The majority of cases were instituted for going armed with dalwés or Statement A, Parts 
daggers. Jive hundred and sixty-seven persons were dealt with and 522 persons !I and IV. 
were brought to trial. Four hundred and twenty persons, or 80 per cent., were 
convicted. 

The number of firearms seized or surrendered during the year was 103. 

Thirteen guns (three flint and ten cap guns) were found buried in a field in the 
Myaing township in the Pakékku district, and the owner of the field was fined 
Rs. 50. Four unlicensed guns were found concealed in the Minhla subdivision 
of the Thayetmyo district. 


SECTION XVII.—NON-COGNIZABLE CRIME. 


45. There were 19,687 cases during the year under report as against 21,185 Statement B, Part 
cases in the previous year, or a decrease of 1,498 cases or 7 per cent. 
Fifty-six cases, or ‘28 per cent., were referred to the Police by Magistrates 
against 43 cases, or °20 per cent., in 1899. The number of cases taken up by 
the Police on the assumption that they were cognizable was 948, or 5 per cent, 
as against 4 per cent. in 1899. 
The principal decreases are shown under ‘‘ Minor offences against property,” 
and ‘‘ Offences against other special or local laws.” 
There was an increase of 217 cases in Class IV,‘ Minor offences against the 
person,” mainly under the head “ Voluntarily causing hurt.”

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50. The system of identification of old offenders by means of finger impres- 
sions was introduced during the year into all districts, except the Southern Shan 
States and the Northern Shan States. Selected Head Constables and Sergeants 
were sent from each district to Rangoon to undergo a course of instruction. On 
their return to the districts they gave instruction to their subordinates. 

The District Superintendent of Police, Secretariat, had received a total of 
10,974 slips at the end of the year, which included 6,861 e2-convicts and 4,113 - 
prisoners. 


Nine hundred and twenty-seven search slips were submitted to the Depart- 
ment, and 47, or over 5 per cent., were traced. Twenty-eight undertrials gave 
false names. 

The District Superintendent of Police, Secretariat, considers that the slips 
submitted for record and search compare favourably with those of other prov- 
inces. 





SECTION XXII.—BEAT PATROLS. 


51. On the whole the beat patrols did good work in the districts during the 
ear. Four hundred and sixty-four cognizable cases were brought to light by 
heat patrols as against 505 cases in the previous year. 





SECTION XXIIIL—VILLAGE HEADMEN AND RURAL POLICE. 


52. The reports on the work done by village headmen and their relations 
with the District Police are generally satisfactory. 





SECTION XXIV.—LOWER BURMA VILLAGE ACT AND UPPER 
BURMA VILLAGE REGULATION. 
58. The following table shows the working of these laws in each dis- 
trict :-— 
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The deportation of 103 persons from two villages in the Minbu district was 
carried out, as they are related to two outlaws whom they were suspected of 
harbouring. ‘he vigorous working of the Village Act in the Tharrawaddy dis- 
trict was very effective in reducing crime. 


SECTION XXV.—ESCAPES. 
Statement A, Part 


54. Sixteen districts and the Railway Police have reported no escapes. >'j\y' 
During the year 42,671 persons were arrested, an increase of 602 over last year’s 
figures. The number of escapes fell from 51 to 35. The percentage of escapes 
to arrests is 08 us against ‘12 in 1899, and the percentage of captures rose from 
55 to 57. 





SECTION XXVI.—PUNITIVE POLICE. 


55. Henzada.—A punitive force of one sergeant and ten constables, at a cost 
of Rs. 1,674-11-6, was quartered on the inhabitants of Thabyeg6n and Ngapyaw- 
daw villages from the 1st February to the 31st July 1900, owing to the villagers 
having displayed great apathy in assisting the authorities to bring to light 
several cases of violent crime committed in 1899. This measure produced good 
results, and there has since been no violent crime round Thabyegén. 

Thatén.—A punitive force of four constables, at a cost of .Rs. 355-4-0, was 
quartered on the inhabitants of Binhlaing-Taunggya in the Thatén township for 
a period of six months from the 1st June 1900. The reason of the imposition 
of the force was due to the unruly conduct of the villagers and to their interfer- 
ence with the Thaton-Duyinzeik Railway. The force was withdrawn on the 
80th November 1900.

The conduct of the force was good and service with it is popular. 
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61. Instruction of force—With an actual strength of 308 a percentage of Statement F. 


15°58 of the men are illiterate. One hundred and twenty-three old constables 
were trained and 74 qualified. Forty-nine men were illiterate Natives of India 
who failed to obtain certificates. Thirty-five recruits were trained and 32 passed 
out. There were 12 recruits under training at the end of the year. 


62. Buildings —tThe block-house near the railway station at Kyauksé was 
converted into a police-station and quarters for one sergeant and two constables. 
During the year quarters for four Inspectors, two European Chief Head Constables, 
three Burman Head Constables, 26 Sergeants, 54 Constables, and three Station 
offices were built by the RailwaysCompany. Quarters were under construction 
at the end of the year at Kemmendine, Insein, Pegu, Shwebo, Kanbalu, Wuntho, 
Naba junction, and Katha. When these quarters are built the men will he 
well housed all along the line. A training depdt was under construction at 
Ywataung at the end of the year. 


63. Inspections.—The Assistant District Superintendent of Police inspected 
almost every police-station at least twice (with the exception of Myingyan, 
Kyauksé, and Nawngkio, which were inspected once). ‘The police-station at 
Myingyan was established on the Ist April 1900, and that at Nawngkio in Oc- 
tober 1900. The Assistant District Superintendent of Police inspected every 
out-post once or more during the year. The Inspector-General of Police did 
not inspect any of the posts. The Deputy Inspector-General of Civil Police 
inspected Pegu, Toungoo, Shwebo, and Katha police-stations, the Wuntho out- 
post and the training depdt. The Inspectors made frequent inspections of the 
police-stations and outposts in their charge. 


64. Crime.—There were 539 true cases of cognizable crime dealt with as 
against 589 cases during the previous year. The decrease of 60 cases is in all 
classes, except in class III, in which there is an increase of 11 cases, mainly due 
to more cases of “‘ Robbery” and ‘“‘ House-breaking.’’ The decrease in Class EI 
is due tofewer hurt cases, and the decrease in Class V is mainly due to fewer 
cases of ‘‘Ordinary theft.’ No stabbing cases occurred during the year. There 
were 3 cases of placing obstacles on the line. 


65. Working.—Excluding Class VI, 245 true cases were investigated and 119 
cases or 49 per cent. ended in conviction as against 53 per cent. during the 
previous year. Two hundred and fifty-two persons were dealt with, of whom 
143 or 57 per cent. were convicted. In 1899 the same number of persons were 
dealt with and 161 or 64 per cent. were convicted. 


66. Vtolent crime.—There were 12 true cases of violent crime dealt with, 
namely, 3 cases of “ Other murders,” 1 case of “ Culpable homicide,” 2 cases of 
“ Robbery with hurt,” and 6 cases of ‘Other robberies” as against 4 cases of 
violent crime dealt with during the previous year. Firearms were not used in 
any of these cases. ‘I'wenty-five per cent. of the violent crimes resulted in con- 
viction as against 75 per cent. during the previous year. 


67. Ordinary theft.—One hundred and eighty-nine true cases of “‘ Ordinary 
theft ’”’ were dealt with as against 207 cases during the previous year. Forty- 
nine per cent. of the cases resulted in conviction as against 50 per cent. con- 
vioted during 1899. 


68. Offences under the Opium Act.—Forty-five true cases were dealt with 
during the year, of which 95 per cent. were convicted as against 44 cases dealt 
with and 84 per cent. convicted during 1899. Eighteen thousand nine hundred 
and eighty-eight' tolas of opium were seized, or an increase of 1,646 tolas over 
the figures of the previous year. In one of these cases 168 small bottles of 
morphia pills were seized. In all cases rewards were paid to the arresting offi- 
cers and informers. 


69. Services of Oficere.—Mr. A. B. Skinner, Assistant District Superin- 
tendent of Police, was in charge of the Force throughout the year. Mr, Skin- 
ner brings the services of Inspectors Munro, Sausman, and Oxlade to favourable 
notice. ;

SECTION XXX.—GENERAL ORDERS ISSUED DURING THE YEAR. 


72. The principal orders are briefly summarised below. 
Police Manuals.—Volume I of the Police Manual was translated into Bur- 
mese and issued. The translation of Volume II is almost ready. : 


Military Police Manual.--The Manual for the Burma Military Police was 
completed during the year. ; 

Buildings.—Clear and definite instructions regarding the procedure to be 
followed in obtaining sanction for the construction and repair of Police build- 
ings of all descriptions in various localities were given. 

Assaults by British soldiers.—Full instructions for the procedure to be 
followed in cases of fatal assault by British soldiers on Natives of Iudia and 
Burma were added to the Police Manual. . 
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Police Registcrs.—Clearer instructions for the up-keep of the Confidential 
Report Book on Non-gazetted Officers were drawn up. 

Released convicts.—Detailed rules and instructions to give effect to the pro- 
visions of section 565 of the Criminal Procedure Code regarding the notification 
to the Police by released convicts of their residence or of any change of resi- 
dence were added to the Police Manual. 

Indian Criminalg.—In order that the orders in Home Department Resolu- 
tion No. 314-25, dated the 24th July 1900, should be properly observed, District 
Superintendents of Police were instructed as to the classes of criminals, foreign- 
ers, as regards the province in which sentenced, who are to be transferred to Indian 
jails before the expiry of their sentences. 

Post Office cash-chests.—Rules for the permanent deposit of Post Office 
cash-chests and safes in Police posts were issued. 

Medicine-chests.—Rules for the replenishment of medicine-chests at certain 
Police posts were issued.

73. ColonelS. C. F. Peile, 1.8.C., C.1.£., was Inspector-General of Police, ex- 
eepting for the period from the 18th April to the 20th July 1900, when Major

MILITARY POLICE. 


SECTION I.—STRENGTH, DISTRIBUTION, COST AND CASTE. 


74. Strength and distribution.—The sanctioned strength of the Military 
Police on the 1st January 1900 and Ist January 1901 is shown in Table A. 

75. Reserve Battalion.—This battalion does not furnish any posts, but 537 
men were attached to other battalions for temporary duty on Ist January 1901. 

76. Myttkyina Battalion.—The post at Kazu was withdrawnin March 
1900. The Nanyaseik post usually established in the open season was with- 
drawn in March 1900, and was not re-established in December, but 50 men were 
held in readiness at Kamaing one march distant. 

77. Bhamo Battalion.—A second company of Kachins was enlisted. On the 
1st July two companies of Indians were transferred to the Shwebo Battalion. 
The strength of the Nampaung post was raised to 100 men. The post at Myo- 
thit was withdrawn on the 14th June 1900. 

78. Chindwin Battalion.—This battalion was formed on the 17th June 1900 
by the amalgamation of the Upper Chindwin and Karen Battalions.. On the 1st 
July 1900 seven companies were transferred to the new Shwebo Battalion. 

79. Shwebo Battalion.—This battalion was formed on the Ist July 1900 by 
the transfer of seven companies from the Chindwin Battalion and two from 
the Bhamo Battalion. 

80. Mandalay Battalion.—During the year three companies of Gurkhas 
were added to the strength for service in the Southern Shan Statesand 14 men 
were added to furnish railway guards on the Mandalay-Kunlon railway. 

81. Rangoon Battalion.—The sanctioned strength of Military Police in the 
Sandoway district was increased by five, and in the Pegu district by 49. 

82. There was no change in the strength of other battalions during the year. 

83. Cost.—Table E-1 in the Appendices shows the cost of the Military 
Police in 1900. 

84. Caste.—Table B in the Appendices shows the caste composition of the 
force on Ist January 1901.

The force was four British Officers short of strength on the 1st January 1901. 
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SECTION II.—CASUALTIES, REWARDS, AND PUNISHMENTS. 


87. See Table C. 

88. Chindwin Battalion—The high percentage of casualties is due to the 
resignation of 206 men, mostly Karens; also to the desertion of 54 Karens and 
the dismissal of 3 Non-commissioned Officers and 85 men, mostly Karens, who 
were concerned in the riot at Ménywa in October 1899. 


89. Arakan Hill Tracts.—Two men were accidentally drowned in the Ka- 


ladan river; 23 men were punished departmentally in 1900 as compared with 
four in the previous year. 





SECTION III.—HEALTH OF THE FORCE. 


90. The health statistics of the force for the year 1899 and 1900 are shown 
in Table D of the Appendices. . 

91. Reserve Battalion—The general health of the Battalion was fair. 
A considerable proportion of the men contracted malaria while on column and 
escort duty during the open season. 

92. Myitkyina Battalion—The year under report was unhealthy, due to de- 
ficient rainfall and to the large number of imported cases of measles and mumps 
which prevailed amongst the young recruits from India. The Civil Surgeon 
is of opinion that the men are not sufficiently warmly clad. 

93. Ruby Mines Battalion.—This battalion shows a marked improvement 
in health. Sickness was chiefly due to the unhealthiness of the outposts where 
dysentery and fevers are very prevalent. 

94. Shwebo Battalion.—The health of the battalion was not good owing 
mainly to service at the unhealthy posts in the Katha district. 

95. Chin Hills Battalion.—The figures in the table show that the year 
under report differs but little from the previous year. 

The health of the British Officers suffered much. Three officers were in- 
valided, and another is about to proceed on leave on account of ill-health. 
96. Magwe Battalion—The return shows an improvement in the health of 
the battalion. : 
97. Northern Shan States Battalion—The bealth of the battalion improv- 


98. Rangoon Battalion.—There wasa large increase in the number of sick- 
leave cases. 


99. Toungoo Battalion.—Though the admissions to hospitals show a slight 
increase over 1899 there have only been nine deaths as compared with 46 during 
the previous year. The damp climate of the Mergui, Salween and Myaungmya 
districts told very much on the men serving in those districts, 





SECTION IV.—RECRUITING. 


100. The arrangements made for recruiting during the year proved satis- 
factory and men of good stamp were enlisted. 
101. Myitkyina Battalion.—Four hundred amd one recruit were enlisted,

105. Bhamo Battalion,—No cases of surra or anthrax occurred amongst the 
transport ponies during the year, ‘The Battalion Commandant, Bhamo, pur- 
chased 51 mules for the Chin Hills Battalion and 17 for the Ruby Mines 
Battalion, ; 

106. Ruby Mines Battalion.—Nine ponies died of surra and one of tetanus. 
The surra was probably contracted ®n the Mdgok-Thabeitkyin road, 

107. Chindwin Battalion,—The increase in the cost of transport is largely 
due to the high price of paddy and grass in the Chin Hills where 82 ponies of 
the battalion were serving for some months, 

108. Chin Hills Battalion,—Thirty-five mules of the Government estab- 
lishment died of surra, ‘The Chinese hired transport has been done away with 
and 75 hired bullocks entertained. ‘The sanctioned strength of mules was in- 
creased from 50 to 75, 

109. Magwe Battalion,—Sixty ponies were lent to the Chin Hills in 1899 
of which number 46 returned in May 1900, the remainder having died. 

110. Mandalay Battalion,-—Vhirty-eight ponies were lent to the Chin 
Hills Battalion. ‘The increase in the cost of transport is due to the high price of 
fodder in the Chin Hills, 

111. Northern Shan States Battalion,—Nine mules died of surra during 
the year, 





SECTION VI.—MOUNTED INFANTRY. 


112. The sanctioned strength on 1st January 1900 was 967, actual strength 
927, and on the Ist January 1901 the sanctioned strength was 967 and the ac- 
tual strength 916. 

118. Two hundred and forty ponies were transferred to the Military depart- 
ment for service in South Africa, ‘The Military department handed over 41 
ponies to the Military Police department and these ponies were posted to the 
Mandalay Battalion to fill vacancies. 


SECTION VII.—MUSKETRY. 


114. The results of the musketry course for 1900 are shown in Appendix 
F. 

The Reserve Battalion is again the best shooting battalion in the force with 
a figure of merit 122°36 against 115-56 in the previous year. 

The various prizes awarded for good shooting are shown in Table F. 





SECTION VIII.—INTERIOR ECONOMY. 


115. Mystkyina Battalion.—Signalling was kept up between headquarters 
and all outposts east of the Irrawaddy throughout the year. A two months’ course 
of instruction in signalling was instituted and was found to answer well. 

116. Bhamo Battalion.—A signalling class of 32 men was kept up during 

the year. Heliographic communication was maintained between headquarters 
and several outposts. 
. 117. Northern Shan States Battalion.—The signallers of the battalion 
were utilized at the beginning of year in maintaining communication with the 
Burma-China Boundary Commission. 

118, The Manual for the Burma Military Police was completed. 





SECTION IX.—ACTIVE SERVICE AND ESCORTS. 
119, Reserve Battalion —During the year the undermentioned men pro- 
ceeded on column duty— . 
To Lashio 113 men and to Bhamo 45 men and 15 signallers. . 
120. Myitkyina Buttalion.—The usual escorts were furnished to Civil Offi- 
cers. A force of 185 of all ranks under Captains Crocker and Whitehead left Myit- 
kyina in November 1899 for Bhamo to form part of the reserve escort to the 
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Burma-China Boundary Commission and was employed with the Commission 
until June 1900. They were engaged in action with the Was on the 26th and 
27th February 1900. Subadar Nandlal Thapa was admitted to the Order of 
Merit for conspicuous gallantry in action against the Was. 

Captain Taylor with 75 rifles, and 75 rifles as a reserve under Captain Nis- 
bett, formed the escort to the N’Maikha exploration column. The column was 
engaged with the Chinese at Hpare on the 13th February 1900, and received the 
favourable notice of the Local Government, the Government of India, and Her 
Majesty’s Supreme Government for their behaviour on the occasion. Subadar 
' Jasbahadur Thapa and Jemadar Kalu Majhi were admitted to the Order of Merit 

for conspicuous gallantry in action against the Chinese, and Captain Taylor was 

recommended for a D.S.0., but the Commander-in-Chief considered brevet pro- 
motion a suitable reward for Captain Taylor, which promotion this officer receiv- 
ed early in 1901. 

121. Bhamo Battalion.—A force of one Jemadar, 49 Kachins, and 36 Indian 
sepoys under Captain Ffrench-Miillen was employed with the China-Boundary 
Commission from November 1899 to June 1900. Her Majesty’s Government 
expressed its satisfaction with the manner in which the officers of this escort 
carried out the duties entrusted to them, and Mr. Scott, Her Majesty’s Boundary 
Commissioner, remarks: ‘The conduct of the Kachin sepoys both in action at 
Tongtum and on the march and in camp has been uniformly good. They are 
particularly valuable troops as an escort, and the association with British troops 
is likely to be of great advantage to them.” The battalion also furnished escort 
to Civil Officers and Officers of the Survey Department. 

122. Ruby Mines Battalion —An escort of 30 men was employed during 
the year in Kodaung. 

123. Chin Hills Battalion.—This battalion was engaged in the work of 
disarming in the Chin Hills, a full report of which will be found in the Adminis- 
tration Report of the Superintendent, Chin Hills. 

124. Mandalay Battalion.—One hundred and thirteen men were sent to the 
Chin Hills for column duty in January 1900, where another company was also 
doingduty. These two companies returned to Mandalay in May 1900. 

One company was lent to Lashio for column duty in February 1900 and 
returned in June 1900. 

Railway guards, aggregating 76 men, are employed on the Mandalay-Kunlén 
Railway. 

125. Northern Shan States Battalion.—Fifty men under Captain Rainey 
proceeded to Hopang in January 1900 to reinforce the Boundary Commission 
reserve. A party of 84 men and one seven-pounder gun under a Subadar was 
sent to reinforce Captain Rainey at Hopang, as the rest of the reserve to the 
Burma-China Boundary Commission had received orders to join the Commission. 
Captain Rainey’s camp was attacked at midnight on the 17th February 1900, but 
there were no casualties on either side. On the 8th March Captain Hay with 
100 rifles proceeded to establish a post at Kangmong and reinforce Hopang. 
Towards the end of March Hopang was abandoned and Captain Rainey with 
100 men proceeded to Nalawt to join the Boundary Commission. This party 
returned to Lashio at the end of May. 





SECTION X.—ESCAPES. 


' 126. During the year there were 6 escapes from Military Police custody 
against 21 in 1899.

128. Reserve Battalion.—The battalion was inspected by the Ingpector- 
General of Police and the Deputy Inspector-General] of Military Police. 
129. Bhamo Battalion.—The Inspector-General of Police inspected the 


~ battalion on the 7th December 1900, and also the outjosts of Pankham, Sinlum- 


kaba and Lwejebum. 

Major-General Protheroe, C.B., C.s.1., Commanding Burma District, inspect- 
ed the Mounted Infantry of the Bhamo Battalion and expressed himself as much 
pleased with the condition and appearance of the ponies. 

130. Chindwin Battalion.—His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of Burma 
inspected the battalion on the 20th July 1900. The battalion was also inspected 
by the Inspector-General of Police and the Deputy Inspector-General of Mili- 
tary Police in July and November respectively. 

181. Shwebo Battalion.—His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor inspected 
the battalion on the 21st July 1900. The Deputy Inspector-General of Military 
Police inspected the battalion on the 24th November 1900. 

182. Magwe Battalion.—This battalion was inspected by the Commis- 
sioner, Minbu Division, in December 1900. 

133. Mandalay Battalion—The Deputy Inspector-General of Military 
Police inspected headquarters on the 26th November 1900 and the post at 
Maymyo on the 26th May 1900, The Inspector-General of Police inspected the 
post at Yaméthin on the 12th September 1990, Meiktila on the 28th September 
1900, and Maymyo on the 6th April 1900. . 

134. Northern Shan States Battalion —The Inspector-General inspected 
headquarters on the 20th November 1900, Hsipaw outpost on the 14th Novem- 
ber 1900, and Kutkai on the 25th November 1900. 

135.. Rangoon Battalion.—The Officiating Deputy Inspector-General of 
Military Police inspected the battalion on the 23rd May 1900. - 

136. Toungoo Battalion.—The Deputy Inspector-General of Military Police 
inspected the headquarters in December 1900. 

137. Arakan Hill Tracts.—All the outposts were inspected by the Super- 
intendent and the Assistant Superintendent during the ycar. 





SECTION XIII.—ARMS AND EQUIPMENT.

139. Myitkyina Battalion.—The transport gear and saddlery is not all in 
good order, but steps have been taken to replace worn out articles. 

140. Bhamo Battalion.—YThe Civil Master Armourer inspected the arms 
of the battalion and found them in fairly good condition. 

141. Chin Hilis Battalion.—The snider rifles are old and are worn out, 
but are being replaced by Martini-Henry rifles.

SECTION XV.—BUILDINGS. 


143. Myitkyina Battalion—The present quarter-guard is inadequate. 
Quarters for the Subadar-Major and Native Officers are required; also proper 
latrine accommodation. The walls of Fort Sadén have been heightened and 
loopholed. The Commandant remarks that the Fort at Sima is splendidly situ- 
ated for defence, and that owing to the indefatigable zeal of Mr. Petters, Assist- 
ant Engineer, it is a success in every way. The post of N’Krang was entirely 
rebuilt by the sepoys during the year. 

144. Rangoon Battalion—The Military Police took over the Engineering 
School as a depét building and new cook-houses and latrines have been constructed. 
A thatched stable has been replaced by a permanent one and the old permanent 
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stable has been dismantled and re-erected on a new site. There is now good 
accommodation for 106 ponies. More married quarters are required, especially 
in the districts. More barrack accommodation is required at Thayetmyo and 
Myanaung and in the Akyab and Pegu districts. 

145. Toungoo Battalion—Four barracks were dismantled and two erected 
from the materials obtained therefrom The Executive Engineer converted a 
hospital ward into married quarters and the accommodation is now excellent.
